CLAUD R. LAWSON DESCRIBES 
SMYRNA OUTRAGES BY TURKS 


Tho oditor of tho Bryan Eagle is 
in receipt of a very dram atic letter 
from Claud ll. Lawson', a Bryan boy 
now Chief Radioman on the U S 9 
Lawrence In Asia Minor waters and 
who witnessed some of the atrocit­ 
ies of the Turks in tho recent war- 
lik< demonstrations. 
The letter la 
given below: “U. S. 
S. 
Lawrence, 
Smyrna, Asia Minor, September 15, 
1922. Dear Mr, Rountree:— Perhaps 
you will be interested in some of the 
details of the most horrible tragedy 
of modern times by an actual eye 
witness. 
The 
destroyer Lawrence 
was peacefully 
anchored 
in 
Con­ 
stantinople, lost Friday, giving the 
crew a chance to recuperate 
after 
six hectic weeks in tho Black Sea, 
during which we saw some of the 
results of Bolshevism 
in 
Odessa, 
N’ovoroa-nck and 
Theodosia, 
when 
word came that the Turks were only 
ten miles away from Smyrna. Then 
things began to hum at the Ameri­ 
can naval headquarters. Tho Simp­ 
son and the Litchfield were rushed 
to the scene and arrived at Smyrna 
the following morning. 
The Law­ 
te y # loaded relief workers, news­ 
paper men and bread and late Sat­ 
urday afternoon we got under way, 
arriving here at IO o’clock Sunday 
morning. 
On our way into the har­ 
bor we passed the Greek army re­ 
treating along the beach and the 
Greek fleet with a few refugees and 
the Greek high commissioner pant­ 
ed right alongside of us. The Turk­ 
ish army, or at least the advance 
guard entered the city about ro n, 
seemingly very quietly and took over 
the city in an orderly manner. Th*- 
Turkish general In command issued 
strict orders to respect the lives of 
the inhabitants, property of foreign- 
« rn and made the penalty for loot­ 
ing, death. 
The allied warships in 
the* harbor fell for it, so to speak. 
They should have known that there 
was a cat in the bag somewhere. But 
v hen they saw the hoi ...e-cars run­ 
ning along the beach and the stores 
re-open, they considered he job fin­ 
ished. I he Lawrence went back to 
Constantinople the next day. 
“ From Constantinople, 
we went 
down to Panderma, where the Greek 
arm y is evacuating Asia Minor, sired 
up the situation end then started 
back to Constantinople. On our re­ 
turn l ip to I <mstantlnople, the fol­ 
lowing radio 
message 
from 
the 
Litchfield was intercepted: " ‘Smyr­ 
na ablaze from south end of Frank 
street !o ab-ut end of Rue T h r a ll 
and v ithin two blocks of w aterfront. 
Separate 
fire in 
bazars. 
Fresh 
southwest breeze. 
Hundreds thous- 
ands persons packed on quay. D iffi­ 
cult to see how any may be aa Yod. 
Almost all Americans accounted for 
and few missing are those best able 
to take care of themselves. Bannos 
»< , est* repeat to D epartm ent State 
Signed Hepburn.’ At that time we 
were 60 miles from Smyrna. Our 
captain ‘•aid make It in ten hours >r 
blow up the hollers. The Lawrence 
had *a bone in her teeth ’ 
and 
we 
anchored off tho Standard Oil instal­ 
lation exactly nine hours and fift > 
minuos later, hirty m inutes later our 
machine gunners were ashore and 
protecting the American property. 
“On our port side the city was 
ablaze. Directly in front of us thous­ 
ands of miserable refugees, old men, 
women and children, the innocents 
who always suffer most 
in 
war. 
were slowly trudging over the hills, 
trying to escape from their burning 
homos. 
Suddenly Turkish cavalry­ 
men darted out in front of them 
end began driving them back. Those 
who hesitated 
were 
bayoneted as 
the Turks consider ammunition to 
kill Christians wasted. 
At this point 
the road runs along the sea and hun­ 
dreds plunged in and were drowned, 
rather than fall into the hands of 
the Turks. Some few more plucky 
than the rest attem pted to swim out 
to us, ami at that time we were 
anchored over a mile from shore end 
the tide was aga ins them. One little 
girl completely won the hearts of 
this crew’ by her courage and daring. 
She couldn’t have beet) over ten or 
eleven >eurs old, yet she was the 
gamest swimmer I ever saw. 
She 
leached the ship safely and willing 
hands pulled her aboard. Her mother 
an old woman about 60 years old al­ 
in managed to swim out to the ship 
The little girl had boen very bravo 
and cheerful until her mother told 
her that her three sisters and broth­ 
er had been butchered by the Turks, 
tip n she broke down and cried so 
pitifully that even the officer of the 
deck had tears in his eyes—and ho 
is as hard-boiled us they over get 
to be. 
Here is the hard part, it’s 
against International law to 
offer 
an asylum to hose people and we 
had to send them back to the beach 
in our boat. The ship’s company al­ 
most mutineered when they tried to 
put tho little gill in the boat, she

had all our respoct and sympathy, 
even if she was a Greek. At least a 
dozen of tho men wanted to adopt 
her but there was absolutely nothing 
doing. 
So they started her back to 
the beach. She nevei reached there, 
she jumped from the boat and deli­ 
berately drowned herself— which is 
a better fate th in would have been 
hers if she had been put ashore with 
the rest of them. They were killed 
by the Turks almost before our boat 
started back to the ship. 
"Last night was terrible and the 
details so horrible that it don’t seem 
possible such things could have been 
allowed to happen in any civilized 
world. . The thousands of miserable 
refugee* after being chased all over 
the hills during the day by the Turks 
were finally herded along he w ater­ 
front again. Behind them was the 
burning city, in front of them the 
sea and at each end of the quay a 
company of Turkish machine gun­ 
ners. 
They wcie tired and starv- 
and here they were jammed tighter 
ing, nothing to eat or drink for days 
than sardines in a box. Many sick, 
crippled or wounded and most of the 
women seemed to have babies In 
their arms and more clinging to their 
skirts. One thing this section of the 
world seems to have been prosper­ 
ous in was babies, I never saw so 
many before. 
You have a word pic­ 
ture of the 
refugees— now 
comes 
the finale. 
The Turks put bundles 
of oil soaked waste and 
wood 
on 
horses and camels, set them afire 
and turned them into the refugees. 
The pair.-crazed animals ran wild, 
tram pling these poor people to death 
or driving them into the soa where 
then was nothing left for them to 
do but drown. 
If they tried to get 
through at tho ends of he quay they 
were met by a rain of machine gun 
bullets and ^ell in droves. 
On the 
other side the burning city, a regu­ 
lar hell on earth. So we draw the 
curtain on thousands of 
innocent 
Greeks and Armenians. 
“ Today the city is still burning. 
The Turks are hunting out the sur­ 
vivors and 
systematically 
killing 
them off. They claim they are going 
to rid A sin Minor of Christians for 
ever. 
Ptrfcap* they have another 
think coming. 
They 
were foolish 
enough to kill several British sub­ 
ject* during the early stages of the 
fire, and also bumped off 
a 
few 
Frenchmen who 
interfered 
with 
them or protested against the ruth­ 
less m uidcr being done. 
The Eng­ 
lish North Atlantic battle fleet has 
been ordered to Constantinople to 
reinforce the regular detachm ent in 
Turkish waters, 
the French 
have 
order* ti all available battleships to 
the ace na and we hear the USS Utah, 
flagship of he American-European 
detachment, is rushing to C onstanti­ 
nople. 
The French, 
English and 
Italians haw thousands of 
troops 
massed in Constaninople, ready to 
move upon a moment’s notice. ’Big 
doings’ 'cern to be brewing. 
The 
Turks, flushed with 
their 
success 
over the Gr.-eks now think they can 
whip the world and have given the 
Allies eight day’s notice to get out 
of Constantinople or meet the same 
fate as the people of Smyrna. 
The 
Soviet government la tight with the 
Turks ard Las offered them all the 
assistant ol of the Rod 
Army 
in 
Georgia and Asia Minor. 
But the 
Englishmen ure ’bloody well ready 
for the blighters’ as they would ex- 
prcsa it and can give them all they 
arc looking for if hey do actually 
ry to take Constantinople. 
"W ar Is all General Sherman said 
it was, especially the way they run 
wars over in this part of the world. 
There are many thousands of refu ­ 
gees left around here and their con­ 
dition in desperate. 
The American 
Near-East Relief is doing all it can 
for them with the limited facilities 
now available. 
They ure going to 
need money, food and clothing, all 
they can get, if they even touch the 
distress of these people. 
So, Mr. 
R ountue, us I still consider Bryan 
my home. I wan to appeal to my fel­ 
low town m e n to meet the appeal 
generously. This is really a most de­ 
serving case for charity 
and 
the 
Near-East people 
are 
the 
logical 
ones to handle it. The Turks won’t 
recognize and Missionary 
missions 
now operating here, but they do al­ 
low tho Near-East as much latitude 
as can he 
e x a c te d ,, from 
them. 
Pleas* pardon the incoherence and 
mistakes in this letter. The sights I 
have seen these past fivo days are 
enough to drive anyone crazy and 
at tim es I think I’m slipping. 
But 
it’s war and none of America’s busi­ 
ness, they say, nevertheless I’m just 
chicken-hearted enough 
to 
fully 
sympathize with the innocent 
vic­ 
tims of Turkish greed and lust. Sin­

REPORT ON PROPER 
PROCEDURE fO KILL 
COTTON BOLL WEEVIL 


BUILDER OF BRAZOS 
RIVER DAM IS OEAO 


(Special to the Eagle) 
NAVASOTA, Oct. 28.— A fter an 
illness of several weeks, Capt. Thom­ 
as McHenry, developed pneumonia 
and died Saturday. Since 1912, he 
had made his home near this city on 
the Brazos River. He was contractor 
for the government lock and dam. 
and was later keeper of it. Captain 
McHenry was born in Rhode Island, 
and made his home in Galveston un­ 
til coming here. His wife has beef 
dead several years, and hts only near 
relative who survives bim is J. P. 
Cunningham of Galveston, who was 
his stepson. Deceased was a member 
of the Catholic church and the Elks 
Lodge of Galveston. 
Cunningham 
took the remains to Galveston for 
burial.

To HON. J. C. GEORGE, Chair­ 
man, Texas Boll Weevil Conference: 
Dallas, Texas, Oct. 20.— Your com­ 
mittee, appointed to submit techni­ 
cal inform ation of the boll weevil to 
support concerted action 
in a fall 
clean-up to control this insect, begs 
leave to submit the following: 
The 
efficiency of the fall clean-up, ad­ 
vocated for the control of 
the boll 
weevil, is predicated upon four es­ 
tablished facts concerning 
this in­ 
sect: 
(I) The boll weevil feeds on 
nothing but parts of the green cot­ 
ton plant. 
(2) The boll weevil lays 
its eggs and grows to m aturity 
In 
nothing but living forms of bolls of 
the cotton plant. 
(3) The boll wee­ 
vil, while inactive during the winter 
can live several months without food 
but as shown by 
repeated 
experi­ 
ments, cannot live longer than six 
days without food while active, and 
(4) It cannot, at will, become inac­ 
tive, for the winter, but becomes so 
only when impelled by increasingly 
cold w eather— roughly speaking, at 
a time corresponding to 
our 
first 
frost. 
Infestation, in the spring, is ex­ 
ceedingly light, but rapidly becomes 
heavy because of the insects’ great 
reproductive powers and the short 
time (about three weeks) required 
/o r it to pass through one genera­ 
tion. 
Spring infestation is initiated 
from the few adult weevils that suc­ 
cessfully pass the w inter in Span­ 
ish moss and beneath 
trash 
along 
fences and ditches. 
Only a very 
small percentage of the insects, go­ 
ing into w inter quarters 
in 
such 
places, are able to successfully pass 
the w inter and practically 
all 
the 
individuals, constituting this small 
percentage, are 
those 
with 
the 
greatest vitality when cold weather 
in the fall, forced them into winter 
quarters— th at is, the 
individuals 
only recently developed, and at the 
same time, well fed 
before 
frost. 
Early killing of cotton plants ac­ 
complishes two things in boll wee­ 
vil control; 
(I) It deprives 
the 
weevils of a breeding place, so that 
the ones entering w inter quarters 
are more or less aged. 
(2) It de­ 
prives all the weevils of food, eith­ 
er by starving 
them 
before 
cold 
w eather allows them to enter winter 
quarters or forcing them into such 
quarters hungry* and in a weakened 
condition. 
To accomplish boll 
weevil 
des­ 
truction in the fall, it is necessary 
to kill the cotton plant, 
root 
and 
stalk, and keep it killed during the 
fall and winter. 
Merely pasturing 
will not accomplish this, unless there 
are sufficient animals to 
consume 
th3 total growth within three or four 
days. 
The mere use of stalk cut- 


GRAND CHAPTER EASTERN STAR 
WILL L8CATETEXAS HOME TODAY 


Session at Dallas is Working to Build Home and 
Many Towns Including Marshall, Arlington, 
San Marcos and Sugarland Are in Contest. 


(By Associated Press) 
DALLAS, Texas, October 26.— The fortieth annual con­ 
vention of the grand chapter of Texas, Order of the Eastern 
Star, was deadlocked today over the selection of a site for the 
proposed home for aged members of the order and indications 
were that the subject would not be disposed of until late to­ 
day, the last day of the sessions, which opened in Dallas Mon­ 
day. The question of the home site location had not been put 
to a vote last afternoon, and but three of the several cities bid 
ding for the site had put forth their arguments, it was said. 
.Selection of the home site has been the issue around which the 
convention has centered since its opening. Marshall, Arlington 
and San Marco# are making a vigorous fight for the location of 
the new home. San Antonio, Brownwood, Sugarland and Cis o 
are in the race also. Mrs. Lee J. Rountree and Mrs. M. R. Bent­ 
ley, of Bryan, are attending and representing Bryan Chapter 
No. 222. 


ters or clipping machines 
are 
not 
sufficient, because they allow a new 
growth to spring up from the root# 
within a few day3 that make 
ideal 
food for the weevil. 
It is desirable from the farm ers 
standpoint 
to 
reduce 
the 
plant 
growth to a condition where it will 
bo easily incorporated into the soil. 
The use of a stalk cutter followed 
with a disc will accomplish this pur­ 
pose. 
The committee 
would urge 
that the cotton roots then be turned 
out by plowing. 
W here it can 
be 
done, flat breaking will be the best 
method. 
If there is not time to do 
this, the middles 
may 
be 
merely 
“busted out”, or turned out with a 
plow set shallow. 
A hoe should then 
be used to kill any plants remaining. 
Conditions will arise in some sec­ 
tions that will make one of these 
methods more practical 
than 
the 
other. 
Where Hat breaking will re­ 
sult in erosion 
from 
the 
w inter 
rains, a cover crop of rye, barley or 
oats is advised. 
This will 
prevent 
erosion, furnish 
winter 
pasturage 
and may be lightly turned under In 
the spring as a green manure. 
Killing the plant root and stalk 
as above outlined is, according to 
plant pathologists, effective in the 
control of root rot. 
The killing of 
the plant and working of the soil in 
the fall is also recommended by ag­ 
riculturists as favoring 
early 
m a­ 
turity of the cotton, 
the following 
season. 
We would 
advise 
against 
the 
practice of burning to remove cot­ 
ton stalks. 
This irajioverishes 
the 
soil and accomplisher very little in 
weevil control that the up-rooting of 
the cotton plant 
will 
not 
affect. 
Burning the hibernation places of 
the weevil along fences and ditches 
where many pees 
the 
winter 
in 


grass, is 
recommended, 
but 
t.h*s 
should not be done in any case until 
mid winter when 
the 
weevil is hi­ 
bernated there. 
We 
believe 
that 
this m atter of burning hibernating 
places should not at this time 
be 
given wide publicity, as many farm­ 
ers are apt to depend upon this and 
neglect the present killing of the 
cotton plants. 
The boll weevil m igrates for some 
distances in search of 
food during 
spring 
and 
summer, 
although its 
greatest dispersion seems to be in 
the fall. 
While the 
fall 
c!can-up 
over a com paratively small area will 
bring relief from 
infestation 
the 
following year to some degree, it 
must be plain that the result will be 
somewhat in proportion to the ex­ 
tent of territory that is cleaned up, 
hence it is urged to make a cam­ 
paign extensive as well 
as 
inten­ 
sive. 
The measure* suggested have 
been proven effective as corrobora­ 
ted by official observation, but the 
difficulty in securing concerted ac­ 
tion over a wide area has heretofore 
prevented general execution 
of tho 
clean-up.

IDEAL WEATHER FOR DESTROYING 
BOLL WEEVIL IN BRAZOS COUNTY 


(Special to the Bryan Eagle) 
DALLAS, Texas, October 25.— The general rain covering 
Texas during the past few days has made conditions ideal for 
the progress of the boll weevil control campaign by autumn 
plowing, according to the Texas Chamber of Commerce, which 
is receiving reports from various parts as to the progress of the 
work. 
Though the cotton crop has been picked in many parte 
of the northern section of the state, dry, hard ground has made 
plowing difficult. 
Since the rain, however, 
reports from 
Lamar, Smith and other counties in eastern and northeastern 
Texas indicate that the early plowing campaign will go ahead 
rapidly. 
The clean-up campaign has already been completed 
in parts of South Texas. 
If mild weather continues several 
w'eeks of effective working time are left, according to th* ad­ 
visory committee, headed by R. R. Reppert of the Extension 
Department of the A. & M. College. 
The weevil hibernates 
after first frost and any complete clean-up of cotton fields 
which is completed at least six days prior to frost will usually 
starve the weevil before hibernation period sets in, or if ths 
weevil is not starved, its weakened condition causes it to suc­ 
cumb to the rigors of winter. 
The destruction of squares and 
green foliage also stops breeding and eliminates the young 
weevils which are best adapted to living through the period of 
hibernation. 
Letters are being received by the Texas Cham 
ber of Commerce asking about the minimum amount of ground 
which can be effectively controlled by early plowing. 
Accord­ 
ing to the advisory committee of entomologists, the best results 
are obtained in case the farm ers of a community or even whole 
county cooperate in the clean-up campaign. 
Very good results 
have been ot>talned, however, by cooperation among three or 
four adjoining farms, or even in cases of single cotton fields.
